With President Truman in such disrepute with his party that 
he is being called upon daily to withdraw from renomination, the 
comparison comes to mind again between two famous and un­ 
happy Democratic vice-presidents who moved up to the White 
House— Andrew Johnson, who succeeded Lincoln; and Harry 
Truman, who succeeded Franklin D. Roosevelt. 
History has few more interesting parallels. Both men came 
from South of the Mason-Dixon line. Both were elevated, first, 
on the basis of political expediency, and second, by the band of 
fate. Both were hopelessly inadequate for the responsibilities 
which faced them. Both were lacking, most of all, in simple tact, 
Both came to office at the dawn of a critical Reconstruction 
period. And both wound up losing both North and South— 
both Democrats and Republicans. 
And the selection of each of these men by the political 
leader who put them in line for the High offices where they 
rattled so inefficiently can be charged up as the worst and most 
costly mistake of two of our famous Presidents. 
Abraham Lincoln made few mistakes; but he certainly blun­ 
dered when he allowed himself to be talked into running for re­ 
election on rn “unity" ticket with a Democrat as his running- 
mate. 
Johnson had been high in the counsels of the Democratic 
party, splitting with it only on the issue of slavery. That was 
enough, however, to cost him the confidence of the South when 
he came to office after the war; and his tactlessness— largely kit 
violent and inflammatory speeches criticizing Congress
